The USPTO mailed a Final Office Action for the above-referenced patent application on 
November 17, 2008, setting forth a three (3) month shortened statutory period for response. 
Applicant electronically filed a Response to the Final Office Action on December 17, 2008, one 
(1) month after the mailing date of the Final Office Action. Since the Response was filed within 
two (2) months from the mailing date of the Final Office Action, USPTO practice prevents 
extension of time fees from accruing until the later of the three (3) month shortened statutory 
period for response or the date an Advisory Action is received.
